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A CURIOUS R&VELATION. 


Story Which Was BPiscovered Through a Father's 
Dream. 


New Haven, May 15.—The announcement 
yesterday of the death 1n the state prison of 
‘Randolph, a colored prisoner serving a 


term there, recalls to mind the re. 
markable facts attending the murder by him 
of his wife. twenty-seven years ago, and the 
curious discovery of it through a dream. 
Rando!ph frequently quarrelled with his 
wife, and one day in May, 1856, she dis- 
appeared, and no trace of her could be gain- 
ei. He was arrested, but nothing could be 
found to intplicate him, and he was discharg- 
ed. In July Mr. Coe, the father of the mur- 
dered woman had a dream in which his 
daughter appeared to him nearthe house 
where she had lived, and then faded from his 
sight with a cry of agony. Firmly ‘convinced 
that the vision meant that his daughter iad 
been murdered and buried near the 
house, Mr. Coe bad the garden dug up, and 
there were found all the remains of Mrs. 
Rando!ph ectcept the hands andfeety which 
Randolph afterwards confessed that he had 
burned. He was at once arrested (and 
sentenced to death, bat this sentence was 
afterwards commuted to imprisonment’ for 
life, one of the arguments in favor of the 
change being that Randolph, who was a man 
of great physical strength and a good work- 
man, might be of great use in the buikling 
of an addition to the state prison, which was 


then being made. In his confession Ran- 
dolph stated that in a quarrel with 
his wife she had struck him 
with a poker, and he had tlitn choked 
her.

THE WASHBURNE SUIT SETTLED 


The Ex-Governer’s Widow Awarded One-Third of 

Mise Property. 

Minnxearouis, May 15.—The contest of the 
will of the late Governor C. C. Washburne 
has been decided by Judge Nelson, probate 
jndge?in a long and comprehensive decision. 
The case involved real estate in Minnesota 


amoutting to nearly $1,000,000, 
and en equally large interest in 
Wisconsin. ‘The contest arose out ol a 


demand made by the guardians of Mrs. 
Washburne. notwithstanding the fact that 
Governor Wasbburne had lefta will making 
ample provision for bis wife, who was hope- 
lessiy insane; that the probate court of Hen- 
nepin county set apart and distributed to the 
widow that share of the real estate of her 
husband ia Minnesota to which she would 
have been entitled had Governor Washburne 


died intestate, claiming that she is 
entitled tu the interest of such 
lands, notwithstanding the pro- 


vision for ber in the will. Judge Nelson holds 
that the will is invalid so far as it ignores the 
dower rights of the widow, and that she is en- 
titled to one third of the property before the 
other provisions of the instrument are carried 
out. This is understood to be an amicable suit, 
submitted to the court upon an agreed state 
ment of facts, to bring the case before a high- 
er tribunal for adjudication.

THE INDIAN RAIDERS. 
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The Mexican General's Opliaion on the Campaign of 
General Creek. 

Hermose.to, Mexico, May 15-—General 
Topatz, commanding the troops in Bonora, 
thinks that General Crook has encountered 
the Apaches and driven them into their 
strongholds in the Sierre Madre mountains. 
He believes the Apache question will never 
be settled while they retain the San Carlos 


reservation, it being toO near the renegade 
indians = in "Bonora. He says. 


Senora, that the Indian agents encourage the 
Indians to leave the reservation, depredate 
and steal in Sonora, and carry back their 
plunder to the reservation, where they ex- 
change it for arms and ammunition. He 
thinks the ,emoval or extermination of the 
Apaches the only solution of the difficulty, 
and has confidence in General Crook's ability 
to conquer the renegades. He hopes the 
United States government will appreciace the 
Cifficulty and hardships that General Crook is 
now encountering. 

Cuicaco, May 15.—A special dispatch from 
Helena, Montana, says: The expecitd ad- 
yance of a large war party of northern Crees 
into Montana, has bee. stopped’ by the 
mounted police of Fort Walsh, northwest ter- 
ritery, and by the action of General Kuger,of 
this district. Every etfort will be made by 
the Canadian forces to confine the Crees to 
their own country, and no further danger is 
anticipated. The straggling bands now on 
this side of the border will also be placed 
under surveillance when. they reach their res- 
ervation.

LOVE AT FIRST SIGHT. 


Reminiscences of the Man who Introduced Governor 

Sprague to Kute (husc—A Loom wiih a History. 

CLEVELAND, May 15 —‘‘Did you know that 
it was in this town that Kate Chase and Goy- 
ernor Spragaie first met?’ asked Colonel 
Dick Parsons, toying idly with an after-din- 
ner cigar, as we sat to-day in the cozy libra- 
ry of his home on Prospect sireet. 

“Yes, sir, ] introduced them myself, and 
they fe}l in love with each other right off. I+ 
was at the time of the unveiling of the Perry 
monument down in the park, early in the 
war. Governor Chase and his family always 
stopped at my house when in Cieveland, and 
Kate was visiting us then. Over tnere,’’ 
pointing to a leather-covered easy chair in 
the corner, “is where Governor Chase used 
to sit,in the same chair and on the same 
spot, and the room overhead he used to occu- 
py. We have always called it the goveraor’s 
room. It was in that chair that he decided to 
accept the chief justiceship. He came bere 
one night and we talked it all over, the rea- 
sons for and against his acceptance. I 
thought he ought to take it. We sat up late, 
bat before he wentto bed his decision was 
reached, and the next day in this room he 
wrote’ out his acceptance. Gartield came 
here the second day after his nemination. 
He sat in the governor’s chair for an hour or 
two talking about the nomination, and feel- 
ing pretty blue that day: Then he opened 
his mail, and answered a lot of dispatches 
from that table. 

‘‘About Kate Chase? Oh, yes. Well, the 
Perry ceremonies lasted over several days, 
ending with a ball at the Kennard house. My 
wife and Kate and I drove down in my ¢ar- 
riage. We had barely entered the hall when 
we met Sprague. [ presented him to the ladies, 
He and Kate went off together, and for the 
rest of the evening whenever we saw one of 
them we were pretty sure to see the other. It 
was 4 case of mutua! and instant infatuation. 


Rhode Island had sert a deputation 
to share in the’ celebration, because 
Parsons, of my family, by the 


way, and who was Perry’s right band inam in 
the fight on the lake, was a Rhode Islander. 
Sprague was attended by his full staff and a 
governor's guard of about a bufidred, witha 
tine bang of music. Lfhey made a gorgeous 
display and stunnivg impression. He was 
the only manin black clutbes in the whole 
party, and being young and handsome and 
splendidiy surrounded he seemed exactly 
suited to Kate’s briliiancy and beauty, for sne 


was not. only the most brilliant 
girl, but the most brijliant 
woman, J. .ever -met. Her vivacious 


mauner and graceful figure, clear complexion, 
chestnut lair and expressive eyes command-. 
ed everyone's admiration. So was it a wonder 
they tovuk toeach other? I remember very 
well how, when it was getting late that night 
and we wanted to vo home, Kate came over 
to us with Sprague and persuaded us to stay 
longer. I beiieve the celebration ended 
With the ball. [I can’t remember 
whether Sprague called here before he left 
for beme, but in any event he went 
to Washington the next winter. Kate was 
living there. They met again, and within a 
year of their introduction were married. I 
Sélieve that meanwhile Sprague became in 

terested in a widow who afterward married 
here and lived in the big house on Euclid 
avenue, now owned by the Union club. But 
when Kate and Sprague met egain, the old 
flame was fanned, ne furgot the widow, and 
a wedding soon followed. They came here 
on their bridal trip, and of course had ‘‘the 
governor's room.” 

‘| don’t know much of the early period of 
their marriage life, because soon after the 
wedding l went as consn! to Rie Janeiro and 
didn't hear about them. sutsome years be- 
fore publicity was givento their relations 
Kate’s friends knew that it had been a hasty 
and misiaken marriage. Sprague’s dissipa 
ted habits, however varied, were not all that 
made them unhappy. The truth was they 
were not or congenial temperament 
or disposition. As far backas 1878 or 
1879 Kate informed me that their relations 
for two years had been of the most distant 
character, and long before that they had 
ceased to be attractive to each other. It was 
sad indeed that one so well fitted to make 
home a paradise should have fourd it a pur- 
gatory, and while all her friends depiored the 
misfortune, it was but natural that we should 
have been gratified when at last the certainty 
appeared of her release from a mismated alli- 
ance. The mistake was discovered and the 
end foreshadowed long before Conkling ap- 
peared upon the scene in any capacity,”

Lonpox, May 15.—The Times says that-par- 
ticulars of the attempt to destroy the steame«r 
plying between Liverpool and New York have 
just leaked out at the former place. It ap- 
pears that just before the vessel referred to 
left Liverpool for New York on their last voy- 
age having on board a number of emigrants, a 
man gave the steward a box and requested 
him as a favor to convey i to New York, The 
steward’s suspicions were aroused, and he 
consulted the captain, who crdered the box to 
be opened. It was opened in the presence of 
the captain ani officers, and found to con- 
tainan infernal machine. The contents of 
the box were thrown overboard, but the box it- 
self retained, and a nore made of the address 
upon it.

THE POPE TO THF IKiSH BISHOPS. 

Rome, May 15.—A circular addressed by the 
pope to the Irish bisnops was dispatched on 
the lltbhinst. Itsays the clergy must keep 
aloof from subscriptions when it is plain that 
batred and dissention are aroused thereby and 
when it is evident that crimes and murders 
are never censured by those for whom collec. 
tions are made. It assures the clergy that 
they are certainly not forbidden to assist in_ 
raising collections to relieve. the distressed. 

[n the circular the pope says: Whatever 
Mr. Parneli’s object may be, his followers 
have often adoptec a course vpenly againt the 
rules of the pope's letter to Cardinal McCabe, 
and the instructions sent to the bishops, 
which were accepted at their recent meeting 
in Dublin. Whileit is lawful for the [Irish to 
seek redress for their grievances and to sirive 
for their rights, they should at the same time 
seek God's justice, and remember the wick- 
edness of the illegal means in furthering a 
just cause. It is the duty of the clergy to curb 
the excited feeling of the people, and to urge 
justice and moderation. The clergy are not 
permitted to depart from these ries and join 
and promote compacts inconsistent with 
them. Collections to relieve disiress are permit- 
ted, but subscriptions to inflame popular pas 
sion are condemned. Theclergy must hold 
aloof when it is plain that by such movenients 
hatred and dissension are aroused, or distin- 
guished persons insulted, and when crimes 
and murders go uncensured, and when patri- 
otism is measured by the amount subscribed, 
people are thereby intimidated. ‘Thereiore, 
the Parnell {und is disapproved, and no cier- 
gyman should recommend subscriptions 
thereto or promote it.

WHAT THE EX-JUDGE THINKS OF 
THE IRISH. 


He Hes No Sympathy hetever For Their Move- 
menui—Their Opposition to the Peying of Rents 
is on a Per with that of Defaulters in the 
United Stat+s— Unnecessary Outcry 


Gath in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I B@ve had an interesting interview with a 
native Irishman on the Irish question—J udge 
Lochrane, of Georgia—which will bear read- 
ing. He has probably reached the highest 
position of any native Irishman in —the 
United States—chief justice of the empire 
state of the south. He came fram Ireland at 
the age of eightecm, and was a clerk in e drug 
store at Athens, Ga, till his public speaking 
at the university there. attracted the atten- 
tion of the barto him. He became a lawyer 
and filled many offices in the state, and now 
isaman of large acquaintance and genera! 
prosperity. I engaged him in conversation, 
with the following results, 

‘Judge Lochrane, you are a native of [re- 
land? Have you considered the land ques- 
tion ?”’ 

“ft was born in Ireland, and I have always 
been a lover of my people. With all their 
faults and follies, their-is something in the 
blood and race of [risbmen that distinguishes 
them from other nations. They have a great 
history behind them, and they make history 
wherever they go. As they are now going, it 
will be like the confederate history—the first 
pages will read pleasanter than the last.” 

‘What do you think is the cause of their 
want of }-rosperity at home.”’ 

‘The [rish people have been filled up with 
prejudicesto England. The religions of the 
two countries are different. If England were 
Catholic, Treland woujd be quiet. But the 
laws of one natton are always distasteful to 
another; and while the present laws of Eng- 
land are milder and better than those Ireland 
passed for Ireland, the idea that thev are 
passed by the British parliament arouses prej- 
udices, inflames passions, and invokes resis- 
tance, abuse and bostility. I have seen even 
Irish famines attributed to the English gov- 
ernment, and the providences of God seri- 
ously discussed as evidences of British mis- 
rule.” 

‘*Who do you think has done most for Ire- 
land out of the great names Ireland has pro- 
duced ?’’ 

“In my opinion the man who did most for 
[reland, and who will live longest in history, 
was Daniel O'Connell. He achieved Catholic 
emancipation. He governed the public opin- 
ion and hearts of Irishmen and respected law 
and prosperity; but in an evil hour hot- 
headed counselors, impatient of constitu. 
tional restraints and barriers, broké up the 
harmony of Conciliation Hall. The young 
[reland party was born. O’Connell’s heart 
was broken. Young Ireland was scattered to 
Australian forests, and peace reigned until a 
new crop of agitators became conspicuous by 
sulferings; and fenianism, with its head cen- 
ters in New York, and its sp: utings and par- 
liaments, finally broke in pieces in Canada, 
amid the laughter of the world.”’ 

‘You were not, then, a sympathizer with 
these movements?” 

‘‘t have opposed them all, not because I 
would not go as fast or as far to serve Ireland 

of them, but l have an utter detesta- 


as any 
tion the constant agitations which have 


disgraced Ireland, and which, in the hands of 
the present leaders, are fast losing to Ireland’s 
cause the sympathy and respect of the 
world.” : 

‘What do you think of the last Philadel- 
phia meeting ?”’ 

“The idea of an Irish parliament in col- 
lege Green is all right, and the idea of Irish- 
men going to their old shores and carrying 
their lives in their hands it they want to is 
all right; but an Irish parliament in Phila- 
deiphia would be a farce, if it were not an 
insult to American nationality.” 

‘You read the proceediggs, { suppose?’’ 

‘“‘T read them and admire the power of si- 
lence they portrayed. It had the flavor of 
the recluse, But I would have admired more 
the courage of leadership that dared offend 
Irish prejudices by openly denouncing in- 
human atrocities and mean and cowardly as- 
sassinations, and not by purposed silence 
have Wecome the apologist for crimes that 
have disgraced the age, and rendered the 
very name Of Irishmana reproach. There- 


sult in the end will be to create a 
stronger sentiment of American nation- 
ality, that will not tolerate the 


outrage of foreigners coming here to hatch 
treasonsand foment wars against nations with 
which we are at peace. Such gentry may in- 
dulge in high flown speechesand say they 
represent the whole Irish race on this conti- 
nent; they may dig, like Old Mortality, 
among the tombs to parade old wrongs, musty 
and worn out, with aliusionsto Muliaghmast 
and the treacheries of Essex as apologies for 
present outrages on God and man, and forty 
priests hold their hands over it, as they say 
there were at Philadelphia; butI teli you 
that the heart of the country has been beat- 
ing fast with hetter blood of nationality at 
the outrage, and the American mind has been4 
thinking how to handleit. The idea of in- 
voking American sympathy by referring to 
[rish paupers landed here deceived nobody. 
The Irish parliament of Philadelphia means 
that such men are needed for desperate 
work in Ireland, or the parliament is vut a 
parade oi emptinegs, and void. The gentry 
who were leaders at Philadelphiaknow well 
the powers of the deceit and sedition of the 
ash corner; and this is not the time to im- 
prove conditions by emigration. They want 
the poor Irish to do at home what the con- 
tented lrish abroad are too careful of their 
precious persons to accomplish so far from 
their adopted homes.”’ 

“Do you think that there areJrish in this 
country opposed to the Philadelphia parlia- 
mentary proceed’ngs?”’ 

“Why, of course. Thousands of Irishmen 
in this country are utterly opposed to making 
America the hot-bed of conspiracies by any 
nationality of people, and will resist the 
principle of fasiering secret societies and 
gathering money to buy arms to send into 
other countries and raise up wars and stir up 
bloodshed to upset governments. Whether 
it comes from the Irish or the Dutch or the 
nihilist—from whatever source it comes—the 
American people will not sit idly by and 
have this country plunged into war, and our 
commerce and prosperity hurfed back a quar- 
ter of acentury by foreign parliaments and 
their ‘abettors and backers and apologists for 
high crimes. I remember when, after the late 
war, Mr. O'Mahoney, on the platform of 
Cooper institute, invited my aidto Fenian- 
ism, andI told him: ‘Iam justout of one 
war,andifI have nothing better than the 
blood and desolation of a rebellion to give my 
friends in Ireland, I will not cover the coun- 
try With crape and poverty by giving them 
that.” But the idea of using this conatry by 
foreign revolutiovists to hatch out plots in 
will not be tolerated. American honor is 
higher than party, and the party that thinks 
foreign yotes are more worth to this country 
than the peace and prosperity of our people 
wiil soon shrivel and roll upin the heat of 
public indignation.’’

“American ship-builders have been formally 
and officially asked to submit bids for the 
building of four new vessels for our navy. 
One, the Chicago, isto be of the first class.

is to be a dispatch boat, These vessels are to 
constitute the beginning of a fast-sailing and 
eflicient cruising fleet. The Chicago will not 
be as large as four or five European war ves-

THORNTON ON TOP. 


HIS LAWSUIT PRACTICALLY DECI- 
DED IN HIS FAVOR. 
Tae Application For a Receiver Heard Before Judge 
Hammoné, Bat Not Ended Yet—The Judge De- 
gides That a Nowepaper Publisher ia Not 
@ Manufactvrer—-No Receiver. 


Yesterday afternoon at five o’clock the case of the 
Parrett manufacturing company egainst Colonel 
Marcellus KE. Thornton, application for injunction 
and receiver, came up before Judge Hammond, in 
chambers. The hall of justice looked very nice 
with its pretty red carpet and its bright, new furni- 
ture. The room was cooland pleasant and cheer 
ful, and everybody was bound to feel happy, even 
tu the litigants. There were present beside the 
lawyers and litigants, several members of the 


newspaper fraternity. Captain Wil- 
liam Bray represented Colonel Thornton and 
L. J. Gienh & Bon appeared ~— for the 


plaintiffs. At five the joking and gossip of the news- 
paper boys was put toan end by Judge Hammond, 
who remarked that he saw no reason for further 
delay in the case. Colonel Glenn arose and adjust 
ed his spectacles while the reporters prepared to 
take notes of the proceedings, Colonel Glenn fin- 
gered the billand remarked that he had aslight 
correction to make in it in reference to the date on 
whieh the protested note was due. He had put il 
wrong but had attached as one of the exhibits a 
correct copy of the note. There was nocontest over 


the correction. A coutroversy concerning 
Mrs. ‘Thornton arose next. Mr. 
Glenn wanted Mrs. Thornton to testify 


either verbally or by interrogatories concerning her 
husband’s sulvenecy. Ashe bad been unabie to get 
her evidence, he proposed to continue the Case 
until that could be done, or he was willing to be- 
gin the tiialand hear Mrs. Thornton’s testimony 
iaer. 

By the court—What is the nature of her evidence? 

Colonél Glenn—Her evidenes is as to the insol- 
vency ofthe defendant. ; 

Captain Bray—We willjresist the showing. She 
is incompetent to testify, because she obtained 
whatever information she has throngh the confi- 
dential relacions of Husband and wife. 

Colonel Gienu—We propose to .go one step 
further and iuquire whether she has invested 
money in the Post-Appeal, and how much she has 
juvested—how much sae has advanced to him. 

By the Court—Can’t you find out that from 
him? 

Colonel Glenn—I don’t know. I fhave been in- 
formed, whether reliably or not, that Mrs. ‘horn- 
ton bas advanced money from time to time to sus- 
tain tne institution. We propose to find out from 
her how much and what security there is, so as to 
show that the concern is iusolvent. 

A discussion arose as to whether Mrs. Thornton 
should be required to testify. 

“Why are ladies not required to testify?’ asked 
Judge Hammond? 

“Tl confess I dont know, your honor,’’ responded 
Colonel Glenn. 

‘Is it not beeause they are ladies?’’ asked the 
judge. 

“Tvuess it is; Isee no other reason,’’ responded 
Colonel Glenn. **This, though, is such a peculiar 
case.”’ 

By the court—Can you explain why a lady shouid 
testify in this particular cause, when it is contrary to 
the custom? 

Colonel Gienn confessed that he could not, and 
the case proceeded, 

‘Shall i read the bill?” asked the colonel. 

“Itis hardity necessary,’’ replied Jucge Ham- 
mond. “I have reed it, und it is in the usual 
form,”’ 

‘We allege,’ continued Colonel Glenn, ‘‘that he 
isa trader within the purview of theflaw and that he 
is @® Mauulacturer aud manufacturing goods to the 
extent of five-thousaud dollars per annum, aud 
that brings hits within the purview.”’ 

‘What does he manufacture?’ asked the court. 

“Thatis the question? In their auswerthey de- 
ny these facts and say that he is not a manufacturer 
or trader. That seems .to be the all important 
qnesiion and perhaps we had better decide it first. 
We think that Mr. Thornton is a trader in the 
strict senseof the word. He is the publisher and 
proprietor of a hewspaper. He admits that—a 
daily newspaper. He admits that. He does not 
manufacture paper, but he buysit. He then puts 
his paper iato a diffe:ent shape or form from that in 
which be buys it, and then he selis it. I don’t 
know whether upon that point there has been any 
direct decision so far as to making aman atrader,but 
there are parallel and similar cases. For instauce, 
wherea man is engaged in the business of baking. 
He buys flour and makes itinto bread—’’

As it was necessary that the colonel should prove 
that@olonel Thornton was a manufacturer ora 
trader, he immedintely set about to convince the 
judge. who seemed to be inclined toa contrary 
opinion. 

‘Cerwinly heise manufecturer,’’said the colonel 
lookivg sronnd at the newspaper boys for an ap- 
proving smile. “He has to setthe type and runit 
through a—whatdo you call it?—2 press, aud take 
itoutand folditup. Taoere is a good deal of man- 
ufecturing imit. ifa publisher is neither a trader 
nora manufacturer, 1 don’t know what he is. 1 
think he is both.’’ 

The debate wes concluded, and the judge post- 
poned the case until mine o’clock to day, in order io 
let Colonel Glenn huntup his decision which pro- 
nonunees a newspaper prisiter a mauufactur. it is

The Experiment of Mr, Alex Diitier, the Hungartap, 


inthe Silk Culture~- What He Has Done,

In the rear of his store Mr. Alex Dittler, who came 


to America twelve years ago, hadthen about three 


thousand silk worms feeding upon 
O88 LO orange and mulberry leaves. 
if his -native country Mr. Dittler had 


been engaged in the silk cultureand efter learning 
the climate of Georgia he became satisiied that the 
worm would thrive and prosper here. He ordered, 
for the purpose of experimenting, 5,000 eggs and 
within two months last spring produced 
frorn th2 worms haiched from these eggs silk enough 
to realize something over two hundred dollars. 
This was done without incurring any lossof time or 
expenditure of money beyond the purchase price of 
the eggs, 

The experimentinduced Mr. Dittler to undertake 
the raising of silk again and to-day heis feeding 
his silk worms just one wagon load of icaves each 
day. He has something over two thousand worms 
aud from these slimy creatures he expects to make 
over four hundred pounds of cocoons and that too 
Within six weeks. 

From his first experiment Mr. Dittler kept enough 
eves to begin with this spring and in addition to 
this sold quite a numberof pounds of eggs. To Mr. 
Lowhon, of the Kennesaw mills, he sola en ounce 
for twentv-five dollars, and toa Macon gentlemana 
qvarter of an ounce at thesame rate, Desides these 
stleshe made many others and among his pu: 
chascrs was the New York silk exchanuge,which pur 
chased and resold the eggs hatched in Atlauta. 
Mr. Dittler is uow thorougaly convinced that the 
silk worm Can meke a man rich in Georgia. and he 
willinerease his faciliiies as rapidly es his means 
will permit. 

Abont the worm and the silk it spins there are 
many peculiar theories The egg from the moth, 
which is the beginning.is ho larger than a mustard 


seed and the caterpillars emergegin a few days fand 


instanily beyvin to eat. soon after

THE SEWING MACHINE FACTORY. 


How a Factory Will Benefit Atlanta-A Generous 
Offer of Land. 

Yesterday the question was asked a CoNsTITUTION 

reporter what would be the benefits of the propos- 

ed sewing machine factory to Atlanta. The repor- 

ter took occasion to make inquiries and found that 

the real benefits wou!d probably be greater than in 

any other industry ever started in the city. The 

factory willstart with not less than one hundred 

hands, the number increasing to two hundred or 

three hundred within six months. At the end of 

the first yeerfour hundred hands would be neces- 

sary, and at two years probably as manyas six 

hundred would be required. This would give, at 

an averag@¢ of one dollar an a half per hasd, nearly 

$306,000 ano ual wages Pag out, $900 per day, $5,400 
per week\ or $25,002" every manth. This 
is reall a small estimate, as 
it is more thay likely that? the capacity of the 
factory would gi ay above those figures in a vary 
short while. Tbe number of machines at the start 

would be from fifty to seventy-five per day, and at 
the end of the second year, run up to 400 daily. 
This would give the total yearly product of the faé- 
iory, averaging the machines at about $25 each, 
about $2,.00 000, anenormous addition to the grand 
total of Atlant#’s already numerous enterprises. 
Mr. Tripp comes to Atlanta with the highest rec- 
ommendations from business and factory men at 
ihe north, and it can be put down as ‘absolutely 
certmin that his machineis the most perfect ever 
made in the world. Thisissaying a great deal, but 
as the machine is now on exhibition at the Kimball 
house, those who desire to doso, can call there 
and see it for themselves. 

The ladies of Atianta ought to call and. see this 
machine astheyare probably the best judgesof 
what is needed in a perfect tamily machine. 

Another benefit from the factory will be that the 
raw material, such as coal, iron, walnut and poplar 
used in making the machine, will all be bought 
either in Georgia, or in Alabama or 
‘Tennesssee. It will be strictly a southern 
enterprise, the money spent going into the hands 
of southern people. Notadollars worth of mate- 
rial, except walnut usedin veneering the tables, 
need be spent out of Georgia, as coaland iron can 
be had in our own state. so faras the general re- 
sults of the factory go, there is no way to calculate 
the real benefits to Atlanta and Georgia. To-day 
Georgia is paying close on to 
$25,000 every year for sewing 
machines from the north, and every dollar of this 
money can be kept with our own people. 

A well-known Atlanta sewing machine man has 
become so much interested in the new enterprise, 
and sees the great benefit to Atlanta so clearly that 
he has already offered to donate five acres of land 
on the Georgia railroad to build the factory. Other 
sewing machine men here are equally as 
enthusiastic, and are open in their praise of Mr. 
Tripp’s machine. Notoaly this, they stand ready 
some o* them, totake stcck in the factory, and 
have already asked tae privilege of handling this 
machine as soon asitis started, It is a source of 
satisfaction to know that theinterest in the enter- 
prise is growing daily, aad withina short time it is 
hoped thacall the stock needed will be subscribed.
